PRESIDENT IS BUSY. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 
Paris, Jan. 11.— Problems of .great 
importance have been occupying Pres- 
ident Wilson during .the time he has 
waited for the opening of conversations 
with the premiers of the allied nations. 
He has been devoting himself to close 
study of the food situation, the acute 
question of demobilization, and the ex- 
tent to which he will support the 
claims it is expected Italy will make at 
the peace congress. 
It is understood that Mr. Wilson has 


informed Premier Olando of Italy, as 
to his attitude relative to Italian aspi- 
rations east of the Adriatic. It may be 
said that the president's decision as to 
this question can be described as only 
a partial endorsement of Italy's claims. 
He is not expected to approve Italian 
domination of the Adriatic, but he will 
probably support Italy's demand that 
her eastern coast be made safe from 
military threats. Jugo-Slav claims also 
have received earnest consideration. 
There is a. collateral issue in connec- 
tion with the food situation" which vir- 
tually concerns the economic situation 
in the United States and which has not 
been -as y^t fully worked, put. Large 
contracts for 
food supplies in 
the 
United States were cancelled ' very De- 
cently by .Prance and Great Britain. 
France, after/coming to an. undertsand- 
ns.. brothel. fact" that American farmers 
'had bee ;nsiiprred to food ' production 
by 'the promise' that their crops would 
surely be marketed at good pric.es, was 
wfilins to renew some of these con- 
tracts but negotiations with Great Brit- 
lion have not so far been successful. 
It is pointed, out that American con- 
sumers have borne the burden of high 
prices partially lor the reason that 
those prices are necessary to stimulate 
production. Exports to neutral coun- 
tries may open a way for relieving thj 
situation. 
To that end ' negotations 
are under way for a partial relaxation 
of the blockade. 
The demobilization problem is proba- 


bly the most acute of all. 
It is so 


delicate lhat it is not openly discussed 
bu$ recent incidents in England caused 
by the unwillingness of British sol- 
diers to return to the continent, are 
regarded here by Americans and others 
as an indication of -what might be 
cause for grave apprehension. 
Some 


military men feel, it is understood, that 
the withdrawal of American troops 
from France might bring a demand 
from French soldiers to be returned to 
their peace-time emplpvinents.

Paris, Friday, Jan. 10. — It is under- 


stood on best authority that negotia- 
tions have been under way for some- 
time between the allies looking to pos- 
sible representation of all the different 
parties of Ruesia at the peace congress. 
It is understood the admission of these 
delegates wouJd be on the condition 
that a truce between them be declared 
and accepted during the period covered 
by peace negotiations. 
This proposition, which is supposed 


to emanate from the British govern- 
ment, is not accepted" in its present 
form by France which refuses to rec- 
ognize the Bolshevists in any form. 
It is pointed out that recognition of 


the Bolshevists by the admission of 
their represent.-! lives to the peace con- 
gress would, in the estimation of the 
French authorities, give their propa- 
ganda force and promote an extension 
of the Bolshevist movement, of which 
tisc aliics might be the first victims.

72 ARE KILLED 


IN STRIKE RIOT 


Nearly 900 Others wounded 


In Street Fighting In Bue- 
nos Aires On Friday.

Buenos Aires, Jan. 11.—Seventy-two 


persons were killed, 81 were gravely 
wounded, and more than 800. received 
minor injuries in the fighting which 
occurred here yesterday and last night 
as a result of. a general strike, accord- 
ing to figures compiled at 3 o'clock 
this morning. Firing was incessant in 
all parts of the city from 7 o'clock 
until midnight, but then began to die 
away. 
' General 
Dellepaine", who 
assumed 
military dictatorship last night, called 
the strike committee of the regional 
labor federation before him -at an early 
hour today and order it. to bring to 
him before noon the schedule of de- 
mands .on -which .the ...federation 'will 
agree to settle the. strike. 
Heavy government 
forces are oc- 


cupying the postoffice, which was at- 
tacked by the strikers during the 
fighting- The strikers were repulsed 
and the government troops seem to 
have matters well in Hand there. 
Soon after General Dellepaine took 
charge of affairs and established his 
headquarters in the central police sta- 
tion, he ordered fire, to be opened 'on 
strikers who were attacking the build- 
ing. He said this morning that attacks; 
wei;e made on seven police stations, 
but that all were repulsed. 


The congressional -!palace fwas the 
scene of hot fighting in which the gov- 
ernment troops were successful only 
by the free use of machine guns. The 
palace. of justice also was attacked. 
The Palazo Mayo, in front of the gov- 
ernment palace,. is filled wtih troops 
and the forces guarding the executive 
offices are too strong to be attacked.

misunderstood in America than Bo- 
lieiuliv luts always been.

Your letter says you had some time 
when tiie armistice was signed. You 
were not any happier than we were; for 
on the morning of the list of November 
it was. oui: turn to go 'over the top/ 
and they woke us up at 2:30 and we 
made up our packs; had a little to eat, 
and we had about two hours before we 
would go to the front line, and were 
waiting our orders to move out. One 
of the runners came from battery head- 
quarters after our lieutenant to come 
to headquarters.

came right back and said:

There seems to have been little trou- 


ble In die past In naming buttles, al- 
though even Waterloo Is culled Quatre 
Bras by the French. But on the whole 
a name seems to have attached It- 
•elf to a battle quite naturally, like 
Blenheim, Tnlavera, Jena, Leipzig, the 
Kile and Trafalgar. 


But In the great war, where a bat- 


tie extended over weeks of time over 
a forty-mile front, including many vil- 
lages, and sometimes several objec- 
tives in the shape of big towns, the 
difficulty of naming a battle with a 
name'that Is universally recognized IB 
extreme. 


The names which have actually set- 


tled down completely and taken their 
places in history are the battle of the 
Marne, the two battles of Ypres, the 
battle, of Verdun, the battle of the 
Bight, the battle of Jutland, the bat- 
tle of the Sorame, and that seems al- 
most all. 


The battles of the later phases of 


the war have hardly settled down to a 
name yet. .Probably. the battle in 
\vhich the Vimy ridge was stormed 
will be known as Arras; but the bat- 
tle of Messines will probably be a 
sticker, just as the Chemin des Dames 
will live In French annals for all 
times. 


Perhaps the great battle which at 


the time seemed disastrous to British 
arras, commencing on March 21, 1918, 
•will go down to history as the battle 
of Amiens, while the battle of Cam- 
bral may stand for all that heroic re- 
covery which brought the .British to 
their final victory.

lmport»nt German City of the Present 


Ha* Had Its Period* of Dire 


Adversity. 


During the Middle Ages Cologne 


was a place of great trade; the weav- 
ers, the goldsmiths, and the armorers 
of the- city were famous the world 
over; -while Its merchants had houses 
In London, and the city Itself was ac- 
corded a chief place in the Hanseatlc 
league. Decay set In with the dawn of 
the Beformation, and the place owed 
Its downfall to its intolerance. Thus, 
Its university, which In the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries had a great 
reputation, began at once to decline. 
This policy dealt severe blows at the 
prosperity of the town, and when, 
In 17t4, Cologne was occupied by the 
French, It was a poor and decayed 
city of some 40,000 Inhabitants, of 
which only 6,000 possessed civil rights. 
Since 1815, 
however, when it was 


finally assigned to Prussia, Cologne 
has continued to prosper, until to- 
day It Is one of the most important 
lilies of Germany, with a population 
of nearly half a million. 


Fool-Proef Airplane. 


The latest model of British airplane 


1* said to be as nearly foolproof as it 
is possible to make such a machine 
as an airplane. The machines are so 
balanced and the wings so arranged 
that when the engine atops they glide 
gradually and ea»lly to earth. The 
following test shows how stable these 
airplanes are: 
A pilot climbed to 


sufficient height, and then stopped his 
engine and took his hands off the con 
trol, merely keeping his feet on the 
rudder bar. He steered for an air 
drome twenty miles away, and, having 
beaded her straight, he let the air- 
plane do what she liked. She trar 
eled tbe whole twenty miles as stead 
Hy as a bicycle coasting down a long 
straight and gentle hill. Of course 
the pilot bad to take hold of the con 
trol stick to land the machine In tb 
airdrome, but except for that, and the 
steering, the airplane made the whole 
Journey by herself.
